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REMARKS 

The Office action mailed 12 September 2008, has been received and its contents carefully 

noted. 

Restriction Requirement 

In the Office action mailed 12 September 2008, the Examiner required a restriction as 
follows: 

Invention 1 Claims \ t 2, 6*8, and 27, drawn an isolated polynucleotide, vector comprising said 
polynucleotide, & host edl transformed with said polynucleotide* 

Invention 2 Claim 3, 4, and 28, drawn to a polypeptide,. 

Invention 3 Claim 5, drawn to a probe or primer , 

itivo-ition 4 Claims 9-26, drawn a process for the enzymatic- preparation of amides from 
nitdies. 

The Examiner deemed that the claims of Inventions 1 through 4 do not relate to a single 
inventive concept. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Invention 4 (claims 9-26), without 
traverse. 

Election of Species 

The Examiner also required an election of species as follows: 
SEQ ID NOs:l-10. 

Applicants hereby elect SEQ ID NO:l as the specie. At least claims 9 and 1 1-26 are 
generic and claim 10 reads thereon. 

Applicants also reserve the right to pursue any claims canceled as a result of this 
Restriction and Election of Species Requirement in a continuing application without prejudice or 
disclaimer.
